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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election with traverse of group II in the reply filed on 10/18/05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that it is not a serious burden on the Examiner. 
This is not found persuasive because the applicant has not submitted any clear evidence as to the 
error of the restriction. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 1-9 and 18-36 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 
10/18/05. 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wheat in 
view of Hickey et al or Harwood. 

Wheat discloses an aircraft having seating area with seats, a source of electrical 



power/data, bus strips at seating area, and connectors with retaining mechanism, but is silent on 
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the strips being accessible continuous receptacles. However, Harwood and Hickey et al teach 
that continuous receptacles to allow access to the bus strips at any location are well known. 

It would have been obvious to have used continuous receptacles in Wheat's system as 
taught by Hickey et al or Harwood to allow the access of power/data at nearly all positions. 
Hickey et al or Harwood teaches receptacles with locking details. Elements such as grounds, 
current return, and current supply are well known in this day and age. Hickey or Harwood 
teaches retainers (see figures). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Smallhorn, Cawley, Lambiaso, and Chow discloses electrical systems.
